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Message  from  the  Chairman 


The  Missouri  Gaming  Commission  compiles  an  annual  report  each 
fiscal  year  which  encompasses  an  account  of  the  commission's  activities 
over  the  past  fiscal  year.  This  report  is  mandated  by  law  and  includes  a 
summary  of  the  status  of  each  licensed  gaming  facility,  a  report  of  gaming 
taxes  and  a  comprehensive  look  at  each  individual  riverboat  gaming  facility. 
This  year  our  report  details  a  new  casino  opening,  and  another  casino  which 
changed  owners,  proving  even  with  a  limited  number  of  casino  properties 
nothing  stays  the  same. 

In  December  2010,  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission  selected 
Isle  of  Capri  as  a  candidate  for  priority  investigation  which  allowed  them 
to  begin  construction  on  the  State's  1 3*  riverboat  gaming  casino  in  Cape 
Girardeau.  On  October  31"  of  2012  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission 
granted  a  license  to  the  Isle  of  Capri— Cape  Girardeau.  This  135  million 
dollar  facility  employs  506  people  and  has  brought  in  $2,613,173.60  to  the 
City  of  Cape  Girardeau  in  new  revenue.  Isle  of  Capri  now  owns  four  riverboat  gaming  casinos  in  Missouri 
and  continues  to  be  a  good  corporate  citizen. 

On  November  2,  2012,  a  change  of  control  was  granted  from  Harrah's  Maryland  Heights  to  Penn 
National's  Hollywood  Casino.  We  monitored  the  transition  which  was  by-in-large  seamless,  and  the 
property  was  able  to  stay  open  during  this  time. 

Another  change  in  ownership  is  on  the  horizon.  The  first  half  of  FY  2014  will  be  spent  investigating 
a  prospective  buyer  for  Pinnacle  Entertainment's  Lumiere  Place  in  downtown  St.  Louis.  The  sale  and 
divestiture  of  this  property  was  necessary  for  Pinnacle  Entertainment  to  purchase  Ameristar  Casinos,  Inc. 
The  MGC  approved  the  action  in  July  of  this  year. 

Our  annual  report  provides  details  on  the  money  which  is  distributed  to  the  State  and  worthy  causes 
from  riverboat  casino  gaming  in  Missouri.  There  is  a  21%  tax  on  adjusted  gross  receipts.  In  FY  2013,  MGC 
monitored  collections  of  $329,760,983.00  in  taxes  on  AGR.  The  State  receives  90%  of  this  tax  for  education. 
The  other  10%  goes  to  the  home  dock  cities/ counties.  In  addition,  there  is  money  which  comes  from  the 
two-doUar-per-two-hour  admission  fee.  Money  from  the  admission  fees  totaled  $48,893,953.00  for  the  State. 
The  riverboat  casinos  pay  this  fee  on  behalf  of  each  patron  entering  the  gaming  floor.  Of  this  money,  50% 
goes  to  the  home  dock  city/ county,  and  49%  goes  to  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission  fund  for  worthy 
causes.  The  remaining  1%  goes  to  the  Problem  Gambling  Fund.  See  page  8  of  this  report  for  a  list  of  those 
who  benefit  from  admission  fees. 

I  am  proud  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission.  We  are  a  group  of  dedicated 
professionals  who  strive  to  regulate  riverboat  casinos  in  accordance  with  our  mission  statement,  which  is  to 
regulate  charitable  and  commercial  gaming  in  a  manner  which  promotes  a  positive  impact  on  the  State  and 
ensures  the  integrity  of  the  industry. 

We  hope  you  find  this  report  an  informative  and  enlightening  guide  to  Missouri's  riverboat  gambling 
industry. 


Message  from  the  Executive  Director 


I'm  proud  of  our  staff  and  the  approach  we  take  to  regulating 
the  State's  13  riverboat  gaming  casinos.  Though  the  number  of  casinos 
is  capped,  we  continually  face  new  challenges  with  regard  to  ownership 
and  licensees.  Staff  meets  the  challenges  daily  and  does  so  capably.  Our 
ongoing  challenge  is  to  keep  abreast  of  technology,  and  modify  our  rules 
and  regulations  to  meet  those  changes.  Staff  has  begun  working  on  a  new 
chapter  on  testing  laboratories  for  the  Code  of  State  Regulations.  With 
changing  technology,  it  became  apparent  we  needed  this  separate  chapter  for 
ethical  concerns  and  standards  for  testing.  We  work  on  many  rules  changes 
and  rewrites  throughout  the  year. 

We  responded  promptly  to  the  legislature  when  they  called  us  with 
questions  regarding  the  MGC's  regulatory  authority,  revenues,  and  other 
gaming  issues.  We  tracked  legislation  on  a  variety  of  subjects  including 
smoking  regulations,  casino  credit,  and  other  legislation  pertinent  to  State 
agencies.  Internet  gambling  was  also  an  issue  which  stirred  up  questions.  We  anticipate  dialogue  regarding 
internet  gambling  wiU  continue.  It  would  take  a  constitutional  change  for  internet  gambling  to  be  legal  in 
Missouri.  The  Missouri  Gaming  Commission  is  neutral  on  all  legislation  and  follows  the  direction  of  the 
legislature. 

In  Fiscal  Year  2013  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission  staff  worked  to  increase  efficiency  through 
technology.  One  way  we  accomplished  this  was  to  move  from  paper  to  electronic  commission  meeting 
materials.  This  move  eliminated  extensive  copy  making  and  assembling  of  commission  meeting  materials, 
and  it  also  allowed  us  time  and  cost  savings  as  well. 

Each  year  I  give  a  special  thanks  to  the  Missouri  State  Highway  Patrol  for  their  dedication  and 
service  to  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission.  On  each  Missouri  riverboat  gaming  casino  floor  you  will  find 
Missouri  State  Highway  Patrol  gaming  agents  enforcing  the  rules  and  maintaining  the  integrity  of  gaming. 
In  addition  to  the  Highway  Patrol's  vital  role  on  the  gaming  floor,  MSHP  also  provides  personnel  to 
conduct  background  investigations  of  licensees.  We  could  not  do  our  work  without  them. 

Looking  forward  to  FY  2014  we  wiU  continue  to  review  and  modify  our  rules  and  regulations  to 
accommodate  new  technology,  both  in  the  gaming  world  and  in  administrative  functions.  Missouri  Gaming 
Commission  Staff  is  ready,  willing  and  able  to  work  for  the  good  of  the  State  of  Missouri.

Charitable  Gaming 

Charitable  Gaming  includes  licensed  bingo  and  other  associated  games  such  as  puU-tabs,  merchandise 
coin  boards,  and  event  tickets.  Bingo  was  legalized  in  1980  and  came  under  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission 
on  July  1,  1994.  The  operation  of  bingo  and  the  other  associated  games  is  restricted  to  qualified  licensed, 
religious,  charitable,  fraternal,  veteran,  and  service  organizations.  The  Charitable  Games  Division  licenses 
bingo  operators,  hall  providers,  suppliers  and  manufacturers  of  bingo  products.  This  division  has  regulatory 
oversight  of  these  licensees.  Audits  are  periodically  conducted  on  the  bingo,  manufacturer,  and  the  supplier 
licensees. 

All  proceeds  over  and  above  the  actual  cost  of  conducting  bingo  must  be  used  for  lawful,  charitable, 
religious  or  philanthropic  purposes  of  the  organization,  and  no  part  of  the  net  earnings  may  inure  to  the  benefit 
of  any  individual  member  of  the  organization.  Bingo  proceeds  collected  by  not-for-profit  organizations  are 
used  to  fund  various  projects  such  as  veterans  homes,  drug  awareness  programs,  prevention  of  child  abuse, 
cancer  care  and  research,  Alzheimer's  care  and  research.  Boy  &  Girl  Scouts,  various  religious  organizations, 
scholarships,  sight  and  hearing  care  for  impoverished  citizens,  and  many  more. 

More  than  $100  miUion  has  been  generated  in  tax  revenue  since  bingo  was  legalized.  All  bingo  tax 
is  deposited  into  the  Proceeds  for  Education  Fund.  A  comparison  of  tax  paid  per  file  period  for  July  2012 
through  June  2013  reflects  a  continued  decline  in  taxes  reported  for  bingo  paper  sales.  The  taxes  reported  for 
puU-tab  sales  have  increased  over  the  period  after  a  slight  decrease  during  the  prior  fiscal  year  The  chart  below 
represents  the  actual  tax  reported  for  bingo  paper  and  puU-tabs  for  the  past  five  fiscal  years.

Reports  are  due  the  last  day  of  the  month  following  the  month  in  which  the  bingo  card  or  puU-tab 
was  sold;  therefore,  the  tax  collected  for  certain  file  periods  during  the  fiscal  year  may  be  included  in  different 
fiscal  year  deposits.  The  number  of  regular  bingo  licensees  has  continued  its  steady  decline.

Missouri  State  Highway  Patrol 


The  Gaming  Division,  pursuant  to  a  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  Missouri  Gaming 
Commission,  provides  criminal  and  regulatory  enforcement  of  gaming  operations  within  the  state.  Under 
the  command  of  Captain  Kevin  A.  Geiger,  the  division  is  divided  into  four  sections:  Administrative  Services, 
Investigations,  Eastern  District  Enforcement  and  Western  District  Enforcement.  The  Gaming  Division  is  one 
of  the  Patrol's  largest  divisions,  with  an  authorized  strength  of  128  uniformed  members  and  three  civilians. 
The  staffing  of  128  troopers  assigned  to  the  Gaming  Division  does  not  impact  or  reduce  the  number  of 
troopers  assigned  to  patrol  Missouri  roadways,  as  allocated  by  the  legislature. 

The  Gaming  Division  was  established  on  May  1,  1994,  by  order  of  Colonel  Fred  M.  Mills,  and  was  the 
first  new  division  established  within  the  Patrol  since  the  creation  of  the  Division  of  Drug  and  Crime  Control 
in  1983.  Strict  criminal  and  regulatory  enforcement,  as  well  as  meticulous  investigations  are  essential  elements 
to  the  successful  regulation  of  legalized  gambling  in  Missouri.  Because  of  its  history  of  service  with  distinction 
and  integrity,  the  Patrol  was  given  the  responsibility  of  providing  investigative,  regulatory  and  criminal  law 
enforcement  services,  which  ultimately  police  the  gaming  industry. 

The  Administrative  Services  Section,  under  the  supervision  of  Lieutenant  Mark  A.  Bielawski  oversees 
the  collection  and  preservation  of  evidence  and  property,  motor  equipment  fleet  management,  training, 
criminal  records,  case  management,  overtime,  personnel  actions  and  special  projects. 

The  Investigations  Section,  under  the  supervision  of  Lieutenant  Rex  M.  Seism  is  divided  into  two  units, 
the  Background  Unit  and  the  Charitable  Games  Unit.  The  Background  Unit  conducts  extensive  investigations 
to  determine  the  suitability  of  licensees,  suppliers  and  vendors.  The  Charitable  Games  Unit  oversees  299 
licensed  bingo  operators  and  is  also  charged  with  conducting  background  investigations  on  both  charitable 
gaming  and  riverboat  supplier  companies. 

The  Enforcement  Section  is  divided  into  two  districts.  The  Eastern  District  is  under  the  supervision  of 
lieutenant  Andrew  J.  Ley.  The  Western  District  is  under  the  supervision  of  Lieutenant  Andrew  O.  Tourney. 
Officers  assigned  to  the  Enforcement  Units  are  responsible  for  enforcing  both  Missouri  criminal  statutes  and 
Missouri  Gaming  Commission  regulations  on  the  13  licensed  casino  properties.  The  Isle  of  Capri  -  Cape 
Girardeau  opened  in  October  of  2012,  as  Missouri's  thirteenth  casino. 

All  four  sections  of  the  Patrol's  Gaming  Division  are  provided  clerical  support  from  the  Administrative 
Office  Support  Assistant,  Mrs.  Jill  E.  Speckhals,  Information  Analyst,  Ms.  Faith  A.  Anderson  and  Clerk 
Typist,  Ms.  Caitlin  P  Fall.

With  the  closure  of  the  President  Casino  on  the  Landing  in  July,  2010, 
the  City's  Port  Authority  is  no  longer  receiving  lease  payments.    Part  of 
the  development  agreement  with  Pinnacle  casinos  south  county  facility 
included  a  fixed  $1  M  annual  payment  to  the  City  beginning  in  FY1  1  . 
Beginning  in  FY14,  this  payment  is  being  utilized  directly  for  economic 
development  agency  efforts  and  is  no  longer  deposited  into  the  Gaming  Fund.
